The bolting 
convention which Cochran held was 
not attended by a majority of the duly 
elected delegate* to the convention. It 
did not bave tbe credentials from the 
various countlea. and Its membership 
was largely made up of bystanders 
who had not been duly accredited by 
any county In the district.

TENNESSEE. 
Second District. 

In the Second Tennessee district 
ther* were llfty ulne delegates uncon- 
tested out of a possible total of 108 In 
tb* convention. There were forty-nine 
■ untested The Roosevelt contestant* 
In the forty nine refused to abide the 
decision of the committee on creden- 
tlala and withdrew, leaving fifty nine 
uncontested delegates. These fifty 
nine delegatea, part of whom were 
Roosevelt men. remained in tbe con- 
vention, appointed tbe proper commit- 
teea, aettled conteata and proceeded to 
select Taft delegates.

Taft 
delegate* wer* seated on the temporary 
roll from two counties, and Rooaevelt 
delegates from th* three counties, aud 
the representation In the convention 
waa Axed at one vote for each county 
without regard to the number of dele- 
gates In the convention or the num- 
ber of Republican votes caat In auch 
county. A minority report of the dla- 
trlct committee waa presented, protest- 
ing against the ratio of representa- 
tlon adopted. The chairman of the 
convention objected to the presenta- 
tion of this minority report. Falling 
In this he abandoned the platform ami 
left the hall. 

The convention thereujion elected a 
new chntrman and a new se< retnry. ap- 
pointed a commute* on credentlala, 
which recommended the seating of the 
Taft delegates from Hill county and 
the adoption of the minority report of 
the district committee aa to the basis 
of the representation In the convention. 
Roth these recommendations were 
adopted, and Taft delegates to th* na- 
tional convention were thereupon elect- 
ed by a vote of eight to three.
